At the adjourned Premier 
Greenfield gave the house the draft 
agreement between the dominion and 
provincial governments for the trans- 
fer of the natural resources to the 
province. He stated that he had re- 
ceived a promise from Premier King 
that the agreement would be intro- 
duced at next session of the commons. 
The legislature passed a_ resolution, 
first introduced by Premier Greenfield, 
but later modified at the request of 
Hon. C. R. Mitchell, to the effect that 
the dominion government be urged to 
conclude negotiations as quickly as 
possible along the lines of the general 
principles of the draft agreement. 
MAIN FEATURES OF 

NATURAL RESOURCES PACT 

The following are the main features 
of the natural resources agreement, 

1. All crown lands, mines, minerals 
and royalties formerly administered 
by the dominion to be administered by 
the province of Alberia, the province 
to get the revenue therefrom. 

2, In lieu of an accounting, con- 
tinuation of the federal subsidy of 
$562,500 per annum for another three 
years, this sum being considered suf- 
ficient to enable the province to meet 
the outlay necessary to carry out the 
terms of the agreement. 

3. Transfer to the province of" its 
share of the school land fund. 

4. All fishery right in provincial 
Waters to be vested in the province,

{| It is estimated that the handling 
charges for this year will be in the 
| neighborhood of half-a-cent per bush- 
lel. However, the pool year will not 
{finish till the end of the month, and 
‘the reports represented were there- 
fore of an interim nature. The reason 
for holding the annual meeting in 
August, instead of November, is 
stated to be that it gives the new 
Board an opportunity of functioning 
throughout the whole pool year, in- 
i stead of the change taking place when 
{a large amount of the wheat has been 
shipped. 


It is stated that two cents per bush- 
{el will be deducted this year for the 
acquirement of elevators, and half-a- 
cent for the reserve fund, The final 
pool payment will be made sometime 
during the present month. 


H Membership Increased 

The membership of the pool, whic’. 
was 29,440 in August of last year is 
now 31,454, an increase of 2014. The 
Pool is now handling well over half 
of the total wheat production of Al- 
berta. 

The local delegates are of the 
opinion that when the pool year is 
concluded those in the pool will have 
received a greater amount than the 
average paid to non-pool wheat grow- 
ers throughout the year. It has also 
to be taken into consideration that for 
the first time in history the proce of 
wheat in Canada was higher than that 
in the United States, throughout the 
greater part of the pool year, and con- 
trary to past experience wheat prices 
continued to rise after the wheat was 


harvested, instead of falling when de- 
liveries were at the peak.

In the excitement created in the 
Baintree district last week in the 
death by drowning of Mrs. R. Craven, 
little mention was made of the heroic 
action of young Wilda Porteous, who 
repeatedly endeavoured to save Mrs. 
Craven, and would have done so had 
it not been for the struggles of the 
drowning woman, The girl was bruised 
in several places in the struggle, and 
was dragged under twice, It was only 
her presence of mind in holding her 


breath while under water that prevent- | 


ed her from also being a victim. 

Serviceberry District Association 
on Saturday passed a resolution com- 
mending her action, and steps are to 
be taken to secure recognition of the 
brave deed. 

The accompanying letter from Mr. 
T. Longbotham expresses the senti- 
ments of the people of Baintree and 
district in the matter: 

Editor, Strathmore Standard, 

Dear Sir: , 

With your permission I would like 
to bring to the notice of many people 
living in this district, a hitherto un- 
known feature of the tragedy which 


occurred when Mrs. Cravens lost her 
life in the C.P.R. canal near this point. 


As you are aware, a report of the, 


fatality was telephoned to you at a 
late hour on the day it occurred. 

Since that time I have learned of 
the splendid behavour of the thirteen 
year old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gordon Porteous, and it is now my 
duty to add to an incomplete report. 

Time after time, Wilda went to the 
aid of her unfortunate companion, 
and a rescue would have undoubtedly 
hase been effected had it not been 
for the struggles of the drowning 
lady. 

Although severely bruised and great- 
ly exhausted from her severe ordeal, 
Miss Porteous continued her heroic 
exertions until death claimed its vic- 
tim. 

And because every human being 
loves the story of a courageous deed, 


especially when performed by one of 
such tender years as Miss Porteous, 


I venture to express the hope that you 
will give this matter the publicity it 
deserves.
